SYRACUSE, N.Y. W — For- j 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower say s Republicans had a 
major role in giv ing the United 
States the armed strength that 
enabled it to 
take a strong 
stand against the Sov iet Union 
in the Cuba crisis. 
Eisenhower also told 10,000. 
cheering Republicans at a din- 
ner-rallv last night that GOP i 
leaders had helped spur Presi­ 
dent J ohn F. Kennedy to force­ 
ful action. 
Although tensions are now 
eased, the Republican leader 
said, “ We hav e no reason to 
relax ” and the Sov iet threat 
“ we will bury y ou” still 
stands 
Republican Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, s e e k in g re-elec- j 
tion, shared the platform at 1 
the Sy racuse War Memorial 
Auditorium with Eisenhower, 
who 
has 
been 
campaigning 
through the country in support 
of GOP candidates. 
Eisenhower endorsed Rocke 
feller as a man of integrity , 
sharpness of mind, energy and 
moral courage. 
In addition to giv ing Repub­ 
licans much credit for lay ing 
the groundwork for Kennedy ’s 
Cuban policy , Eisenhower again 
sharply attacked domestic poli­ 
cies of the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. 
He hit at Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy , the President's y oungest 
brother who is Democratic can­ 
didate for the U.S. Senate for 
Massachusetts, say ing he was 
imply ing he has “ free entry 
through all doors in Washing­ 
ton.”

The impact broke the train 
in two. One car careened w ild ly; 
into a trestle and a steel I-beam

from the bridge railing speared 
into the coach. 
Fou r cars of the seven-car 
San Diegan, a Sante Fe train 
bou nd for San Diego, were d e­ 
railed in the wreck ye s t e r d a y.. 
The tru ck driver was bu rned to 


death. A train passenger was j 
the other fatality. 


Twenty-nine passengers were 
hospitalized, many with brok­ 
en legs. Several others were 
treated at the scene and r e ­ 
leased. u nidentified. 


The passenger who died was

Melvin Best, 19, said af­ 
terward. “ One gu y started yell­ 
ing, ‘goodbye’ to his bu ddies.”

Spark­ 
ed by past president William E 
Carroll, the project has been 
underway for more than a year 
with school and league authori­ 
ties dividing the cost and the 
responsibility. 
The necessity for coopera- j 
tion stems from the fact that 
because of the topography ot 
the peninsula, no flat land, ex­

schools, is available and there 
are no public parks which can 
be used.

It need a citizen body that not 
only can, but will, understand 
the problems with which the 
country must deal and then 
seek and support logical solu­ 
tions. 
Politics determines the char­ 
acter of our government and 
the government, in turn, af­ 
fects almost every aspect of 
our lives. 
Only 
the 
un-reconstructed 
feminist wants to be dealt with 
as a woman when it comes to 
politics. 
Today’s woman has 
learned that she must be po­ 
litically “ hep” if she is to be 
effective. She is learning who 
and what makes the wheels of 
government turn and how to 
put the heat on when neces­ 
sary. 


TODAY’S WOMAN wants to 
be and is becoming a politic­ 
ian. She wants to be regarded 
: as an intelligent citizen and 
1 neither wants nor experts spe­ 


cial treatment because of her 
sex. 
It cannot be said that the old 
line politicians have greeted ‘ 
this attitude of women with 
great delight. 
It’s doubtful,! 
however, that they would be 
any happier if large numbers 
of men suddenly took an in­ 
terest in political affairs. 


THE OLD-FASHIONED po 
litical 
leader 
welcomes 
the 
“ green horn,” the “ do-gooder,” 
and women during the heat of 
the campaigns, but hopes they 
will disappear immediately af­ 
ter election day. 
In recent years, women have 
not retreated at the end of 
election campaigns to tradi­ 
tional female concerns. 


INSTEAD, they have stayed 
in the club houses, have fought 
for, and, in some cases, won 
the right to participate in po-! 
litical decisions. Others have I 
joined such organizations as 
the League of Women Voters 
and have fought for, and in 
some cases won, major govern­ 
mental reforms. 
None of this has been easy.

tinue to require years of hard 
and dedicated work.

recpiire bitter fights against 
prejudice of politicians in gen­ 
eral and woman politicians in 
particular.

Many Experts Talk Like Farmers 


When It Comes To Predicting Flu 


Many health 
authorities t a l k 
like 
fa rmers when it comes to predicting 
an epidemic of influenza. 
Asian flu 
crops out in two or three yea r cycles. 
This coming winter will be the 'third 
‘since the last outbreak in the U.S. and 
it is natural 
to suspect 
another epi­ 
demic. 
There is another clue. 
Last spring 
isolated cases of Asian flu occurred in 
ma ny parts of the country. Such spring 
seeding , as it is called, usu­ 
ally is the forerunner of fall 
and winter outbreaks. The in­ 
fluenza virus goes into hiber­ 
nation during warm weather 
and comes to life with cold, 
da mp days.

One of the five candidates 
has been on the board since 
the hospital district was creat-i 
ed in 1946. She is Mrs. Marion 
C. I bach of Mill Valley. She 
was appointed by the hoard of 
supervisors when it set up the 
district’s first board, and has 
served 
as secretary 
continu­ 
ously since then. 
A second candidate for re- 
election has been closely asso­ 
ciated with the district since

Strong Man Is Needed As 


State's Lieutenant Governor 


T he office of lieutenant governor in 
California is at present a sterile posi­ 
tion. its legislative pow er as speaker of 
the S e n a t e was emasculated several 
years ago. its administrative powers are 
d ep e n d en t upon the whims of the gov­ 
ernor. Only as m e m b e r of boards and 
c o m m i s s i o n s does it have its own 
authority, and here it is diluted by o th er 
m em b e rs of the boards and com m is­ 
sions. 
In such a situation, the job of lieuten­ 
ant governor can become only as im­ 
portant as the ability and leadership of 
the m an who holds the office and the 
cooperation, 
respect 
and 
confidence 
th at the governor has in his lieutenant 
governor. 
Unhappily, in California today we 
have a poor situation in all respects. The 
m an in the office is not strong in h im ­ 
self, has little leadership ability, has 
practically no cooperation, respect or 
confidence irom the governor's office. 
As a result, although he advertises 
himself as the “ hardest working m an in 
Sacram ento."

demic. 
There is another clue.

isolated cases of Asian flu occurred in 
many parts of the country. Such spring 
seeding, as it is called, usu-1

ally is the forerunner of fall 
and winter outbreaks. The in­ 
fluenza virus goes into hiber­ 
nation during warm weather 
and comes to life with cold, 
d a m p days.
